Gardens and lawns about Sedalia 
have already commenced to show the 
benefit received from the downpour, 
and everyone on the street early Fri­ 
day morning seemed to wear a happy 
smile and to enjoy the relief follow­ 
ing the intense heat for several days 
past.

The recovery of her vision she con­ 
sidered almost a miracle. 
When she 
was a child she was struck in the*tut the aggregate, 
right eye with a fork. 
Tho eye was 
destroyed *. d the other lost Us sight 
through what oculists call sympathy, 
Nine years ago she married Pax­ 
ton, a mining engineer. She had just 
graduated from the state school for 
the blind at Colorado Springs. 
Wednesday a fly lit upon her face 
and her little son tried to knock it 
oft with a newspaper. 
A corner of 
the folded pajver struck her left tem­ 
ple. 
Almost immediately she scream­ 
ed: 
“I must he dying; I can see.” 
Now the vision of her left eye is 
virtually normal. 
Six months ago 
physicians who treated lier declared 
she never could regain lier sight. 


GREECE IS UP IN ARMS

antelope. 
The first step was to outline the 
ancient m d present range of the an­ 
telope, then to ascertain the probable 
number at large. 
The combined evi­ 
dence of many 
game 
wardens 
and 
mounted police shows that there are 
vet between one thousand 
and fif­ 
teen hundred antelope still at large 
in the Canadian northwest. 
Prior to the hard 
winter 
of 190/ 
and 1907 there 
were 
at least ten 
times as many; but the long, fierce 
spell of frost and deep 
snow- killed 
them off by thousands.

laws of Missouri 
were attacked in the appeal of the 
! harvester company 
to 
the 
United 
! States supreme court, on the ground 
that they were invalid because they 
exempted labor organizations. 
Attorney General Barker admitted 
in his pleadings that these law's do 
exempt labor organizations, and he 
contended that congress or any state 
had the right to do so. and the court 
affirmed his contention. 
It seems that the full scope of this 
opinion of the court was not gener­ 
ally undersood in the m atter here re- 
. ferred to, but it was assumed that it 
merely had to do with the question 
of whether the harvester company 
had been properly convicted in the 
Missouri supreme court.

Gentry was famous, and as a reins­ 
man was excelled by no driver in 
this part of the country. 
His reputation was world wide, and
